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1. At the peak of the investigation by the Fed'^al" RepobTiC 
of the Guillaume case, including questioning by the parliamentary 
select coiranittee of both the current and previous chiefs of the 
CASCOPE,;CpS/ received in May 1974 a copy of UTILITY'S latest 
book (whose title may be translated, "Signs of the Times"}: and 

a note from UTILITY expressing his desire to meet with JC0S» The 
high. volmne of publicity charging UTILITY with responsibility 
for running a far-flung domestic espionage operation argued 
against attempting to see him at that time when he was obviously 
an object of great press interest. Subsequently he. was. seriously 
ill, hospitalized for surgery, so that the long-intended meeting ; 
in fact took place only on 17 July 1975. 

2. The writer visited UTILITY at his home during the evening 
of 17 July, and found that gentleman visibly older and showing 
distinct signs of convalescing from a very serious illness . We 
have heard that he underwent prostate surgery; certainly he is 
thinner and walks with a slow, shuffling gait, but courtly 
gentleman that he remains he nonetheless insisted on accompanying 

fCOSlto the front gate after our meeting, at which point his 
strength would not permit him to go any further. 

3. The conversation was of little consequence substantively. 
UTILipf holds to his long-established conviction that a' Soviet 
conspiracy is behind everything negative that happens to the 
Western world. Thus he wished to convey to me his belief that 
.the . cha.rges made about domestic intelligence act^i-vities.^ by 
CASCOPEj and the similar charges levied against BKflERALD; were 
generated by the KGB. He expressed concern of the sort one 
would expect for the^, infiltration of political appointees to 
senior positions in .CASCOPEj and reminisced about and stoutly 
defended the CASCOPJE contacts with all political parties which 
had been . established by him but noting that such were often 
misconstrued, such as specif ically , the SASCOPE link to £T
